ing the new Resident-Gonoral, M. Pavn 
Beer, wok tho opportunity of urging the 
importance of the introduction of railways 
into Touquin, ahd pointed out the desirabi- 
lity of their reaching the Chinese border 
before the English could, thrdugh Burmab, 
open the long expected oyster. M. Bezrgave 
8 diplomatic reply ; while’ proféesing agree- 
mont with the views of the residents, he 
held out uo bope of the French Government 
doing anything, intimating that it was for 
French volonists and mershanta to make the 
sacrifics of the mother country bear fruit. 
He recognised tha necessity for railwaya, but, 
rightly remarked that much money would be 
required, and he appealed to capitalists to 
come forward, as it was his intention to leave 
everything possible to private enterprise. 
The Fronch Administration in Tonquin have, 
however, done # graat deal in the way of 
conatruoting roads through the coruée, and 
these will help to open up the country, The 
first railway. project will of conrsa be from 
Haipbong or Hanoi to Laokai.
